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Video shows man apologized before Honolulu police shot him 


(AP) — Doorbell cam- 
era video obtained and 
made public by lawyers 
representing the family 
of a man fatally shot two 
months ago by Honolu- 
lu police provides more 
information about the 
events that unfolded be- 
fore the deadly encounter 
with officers. 


The footage shows that he 
arrived at a house, took off 
his shoes, entered the home 
and then quickly left after his 
presence confused the occu- 
pants. He repeatedly apolo- 
eized. 


After police killed Lindani 
Myeni in April, his widow 
filed a wrongful death lawsuit 
alleging officers were moti- 
vated by racial discrimination 


because her unarmed South 
African husband was Black. 


The shooting happened three 
months after Lindani and 
Lindsay Myeni moved to Ha- 
wail, where she grew up. The 
couple believed Hawaii’s 
diversity would make it the 
safest U.S. state to raise their 
two Black children, she said. 





After the April 14 shooting, 
police said Lindani Myeni’s 
strange behavior frightened 
the occupants and that he 
violently attacked responding 
police officers, leaving one 
hospitalized with a concus- 
sion. 


Police later released short 
clips of body camera footage, 
showing him ignoring com- 











mands to get on the ground 
outside the house he entered, 
a stun gun fired by police ei- 
ther malfunctioning or hav- 
ing no effect on him. The 
police video showed that an 
officer fired several gunshots 
before saying, “Police!”

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Police and city officials didn't 
immediately respond to a re- 
quest for comment Tuesday 
after the widow’s lawyers 
released the video. Now- 
retired chief Susan Ballard 
previously said that Myeni’s 
race wasn’t a factor in the fa- 
tal shooting. 


A statement from the lawyers 
who released the video said 
Honolulu police “tried to 
convince the public that this 
was a burglary and that Lin- 
dani Myeni was acting errati- 
cally; but the doorbell video 
we have now obtained from 
the owner shows that HPD 
knew all along these stories 
were untrue.” 


The statement added: “We 
have also compelled the City 
to turn over unredacted body 
cam footage in its original 
format, producing much bet- 
ter quality audio and images 
than the version that HPD 
played for the press on April 
16, 2021.” 


The doorbell footage shows 
that Myeni arrived at the 
house soon after a couple 
entered the home that night. 
According to depositions 
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in the lawsuit, the man and 
woman were tourists staying 
in the multi-unit dwelling, 
the lawyers said. 


The footage shows My- 
eni walking into the home, 
wearing a face mask and his 
umghele, a traditional Zulu 


headband. 


He is later seen standing out- 
side the house, his phone and 
headband in his left hand. 


According to the lawyers, 
the woman in the home pre- 
tended to make a phone call 
while Myeni was outside say- 
ing someone had broken into 
her home. 


She then called 911 and told 
an operator about the man 
and and that he had no weap- 
ons in his hands. 


Myeni is heard in the video 
outside the home saying re- 
peatedly, “I’m sorry.” He puts 
his shoes on and leaves, the 
footage shows. 


Meanwhile, the  couple's 
voices recorded on the video 
make it sound like they are 
still on phone calls. The man 
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tells someone calmly that 
Myeni apologized and left. 
The woman, still on with 
911, sounds upset. 


When police arrive, she is 
heard yelling, “That's him!” 


“Get on the ground now,” 
one officer is heard saying. 


“Who are you?” Myeni re- 
sponds. 


He would not have known 
the people shining bright 
lights in his eyes were police, 
the family’s lawsuit said. He 
likely mistook the house for a 
similar looking dwelling that 
houses a temple next door 
that’s open to the public, the 
lawsuit said. 


The footage, along with a re- 
cording of the 911 call pre- 
viously released by police, is 
posted on YouTube by Justice 
for Lindani Myen1. 


The lawyers said they were 
still evaluating full, unredact- 
ed body camera footage for 
the period after the shooting. 
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US COVID-19 deaths hit 600,000, equal to yearly cancer toll 


(AP) - The U.S. death toll from COVID-19 topped 600,000 on Tuesday, 
even as the vaccination drive has drastically brought down daily cases 
and fatalities and allowed the country to emerge from the gloom and 
look forward to summer. 


The number of lives lost, as recorded by Johns Hopkins University, is greater 
than the population of Baltimore or Milwaukee. It is about equal to the num- 
ber of Americans who died of cancer in 2019. Worldwide, the COVID-19 
death toll stands at about 3.8 million. 


The milestone came the same day that California and New York lifted most 
of their remaining restrictions, joining other states in opening the way, step by 
step, for what could be a fun and close to normal summer for many Ameri- 
cans. 


“Deep down I want to rejoice,” said Rita Torres, a retired university adminis- 
trator in Oakland, California. But she plans to take it slow: “Because it’s kind 
of like, is it too soon? Will we be sorry?” 


With the arrival of the vaccine in mid-December, COVID-19 deaths per day 
in the U.S. have plummeted to an average of around 340, from a high of over 
3,400 in mid-January. Cases are running at about 14,000 a day on average, 
down from a quarter-million per day over the winter. 


The real death tolls in the U.S. and around the globe are thought to be sig- 
nificantly higher, with many cases overlooked or possibly concealed by some 
countries. 


President Joe Biden acknowledged the approaching milestone Monday dur- 
ing his visit to Europe, saying that while new cases and deaths are dropping 
dramatically in the U.S., “there’s still too many lives being lost,” and “now is 
not the time to let our guard down.” 


The most recent deaths are seen in some ways as especially tragic now that the 
vaccine has become available practically for the asking. 


More than 50% of Americans have had at least one dose of vaccine, while over 
40% are fully vaccinated, according to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 


But demand for shots in the U.S. has dropped off dramatically, leaving many 
places with a surplus of doses and casting doubt on whether the country will 
meet Biden’s target of having 70% of American adults at least partially vacci- 
nated by July 4. The figure stands at just under 65%. 


As of a week ago, the U.S. was averaging about 1 million injections per day, 
down from a high of about 3.3 million a day on average in mid-April, accord- 
ing to the CDC.

At nearly every turn in the outbreak, the virus has exploited and worsened 
inequalities in the United States. CDC figures, when adjusted for age and 
population, show that Black, Latino and Native American people are two to 





three times more likely than whites to die of COVID-19. 


Also, an Associated Press analysis found that Latinos are dying at much young- 
er ages than other groups. Hispanic people between 30 and 39 have died at five 
times the rate of white people in the same age group.

Overall, Black and Hispanic Americans have less access to medical care and 
are in poorer health, with higher rates of conditions such as diabetes and high 
blood pressure. They are also more likely to have jobs deemed essential, less 
able to work from home and more likely to live in crowded, multigenerational 


households. 











With the overall picture improving rapidly, California, the most populous state 
and the first to impose a coronavirus lockdown, dropped state rules on social 
distancing and limits on capacity at restaurants, bars, supermarkets, gyms, sta- 
diums and other places, ushering in what has been billed as its “Grand Re- 
opening” just in time for summer.

“What does 70% mean? It means that we can now return to life as we know 
it,” he said. 


He said the state is lifting rules that had limited the size of gatherings and 
required some types of businesses to follow cleaning protocols, take people’s 
temperature or screen them for COVID-19 symptoms. Businesses will no 
longer have to restrict how many people they can allow inside based on the 
6-foot rule. 





For the time being, though, New Yorkers will have to keep wearing masks in 
schools, subways and certain other places. 


Massachusetts on Tuesday officially lifted a state of emergency that had been 
in effect for 462 days, though many restrictions had already been eased, in- 
cluding mask requirements and limits on gatherings. Republican lawmakers 
in Kansas decided to let a state of emergency expire Tuesday. And Maryland’s 
governor announced that the emergency there will end on July 1, with the 
state no longer requiring any masks. 





The first known deaths from the virus in the U.S. were in early February 
2020. It took four months to reach the first 100,000 dead. During the most 
lethal phase of the disaster, in the winter of 2020-21, it took just over a month 
to go from 300,000 to 400,000 deaths. 


With the crisis now easing, it took close to four months for the U.S. death toll 
to go from a half-million to 600,000. 
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White House to host July 4 ‘independence from virus bash 


(AP) — Cue the fireworks. President Joe Biden 
wants to imbue Independence Day with new 
meaning this year by encouraging nationwide 
celebrations to mark the country’s effective 
return to normalcy after 16 months of coro- 
navirus pandemic disruption. 


Even as the U.S. is set to cross the grim milestone 
of 600,000 deaths from the virus on Tuesday, the 
White House is expressing growing certainty that 
July Fourth will serve as a breakthrough moment 
in the nation’s recovery. That’s even though the 
USS. is not expected to quite reach its goal of hav- 
ing 70% of adults vaccinated by the holiday. 


As COVID-19 case rates and deaths drop to levels 
not seen since the first days of the outbreak, travel 
picks up and schools and businesses reopen, Biden 
is proclaiming “a summer of freedom” to celebrate 
Americans resuming their pre-pandemic lives. 


The holiday will see the largest event yet of Biden’s 
presidency: He plans to host first responders, es- 
sential workers and military servicemembers and 
their families on the South Lawn for a cookout 
and to watch the fireworks over the National Mall. 
Well more than 1,000 guests are expected, officials 
said, with final arrangements still to be sorted out. 





The plan shows the dramatic shift in thinking since 
Biden just three months ago cautiously held out 
hope that people might be able to hold small cook- 
outs by the Fourth, an idea that seems quaint now 
given the swift pace of reopening. 


“By July the 4th, there’s a good chance you, your 
families and friends will be able to get together in 
your backyard or in your neighborhood and have 
a cookout and a barbeque and celebrate Indepen- 
dence Day,” Biden had said as he marked the one- 
year anniversary of the pandemic on March 11. 
“That doesn’t mean large events with lots of people 
together, but it does mean small groups will be able 
to get together.” 


Por most Americans, that reopening target was hit 
last month, by Memorial Day weekend, after the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention re- 
laxed mask-wearing guidance for fully vaccinated 
people and the accompanying relaxation in state 
and local virus restrictions. 


Now, officials say July Fourth will serve as an unof- 


ficial kickoff to a new phase in the U.S. pandemic 
response. The federal government is looking to 
turn the page on the domestic public health crisis 
and focus on an economic and civic revival at home 
and marshaling support for vaccinations around 


the globe. 


Across the country, the White House is hoping to 
see the similar Independence Day activities, after 
last year saw the mass cancellation of July Fourth 
festivities, according to two White House officials 
who spoke on the condition of anonymity to out- 
line the administration’s thinking. 





“We welcome you to join us by hosting your own 
events to honor our freedom, salute those who 
have been serving on the frontlines, and celebrate 
our progress in fighting this pandemic,” the White 
House wrote in an email to state and local officials 
Tuesday. It asked them to share their plans to be 
highlighted later by the administration. 





In Washington, the National Mall will host the tra- 
ditional fireworks ceremony, the White house said. 


“America is headed into a summer dramatically dif- 
ferent from last year,” the administration wrote to 
officials. “A summer of freedom. A summer of Joy. 
A summer of reunions and celebrations.” 


The upbeat announcement contrasts with the drea- 
rier reality in Europe, where Biden is on an eight- 
day, three-country tour — not to mention much of 
the rest of the world where vaccines remain scarce. 


Instead of having a mission accomplished moment, 
in Britain, one of the few countries that has a vacci- 
nation rate similar to the U.S., the government an- 
nounced Monday it plans to further delay reopen- 
ing for at least another month to try to get more 
people vaccinated. But cases there, unlike the U.S., 
are rising, and not all adults have been offered a 
vaccine yet, nor have children. 


While in Europe, Biden and Group of Seven al- 
lies announced plans to provide 1 billion shots for 
poorer nations, half of them from the U.S., but aid 
groups said a far greater commitment is needed to 
defeat the virus around the globe. 


Still, the U.S. vaccination campaign is far from 
over as rates slip. Fewer than 370,000 Americans 
are now getting their first dose on average each day, 
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down from a high of nearly 2 million per day two 
months ago. 


White House officials acknowledged that there are 
still deep geographic disparities in vaccination and 
that the administration will continue to remind 
Americans that if they are not vaccinated they re- 
main at risk of serious illness and death from the 
virus. 


All American adults have been eligible for shots for 
two months, and the administration has mounted 
an aggressive “month of action” to try to drive up 
demand for doses, though that has done little to 
change the trend lines: Fewer Americans are inter- 
ested in getting vaccinated. 


Officials say the effects of the July 4 vaccination goal 
of 70% of Americans on driving down COVID-19 
cases are already being felt even if the benchmark 
won't be attained. Some 166.5 million adults have 
received at least one dose of a COVID-19 vaccine, 
according to CDC data. To reach his goal, Biden 
would need to vaccinate about 14 million more in 
less than three weeks. 


“Regardless of where we are on July Fourth, we're 
not shutting down shop,” White House press sec- 
retary Jen Psaki said last week. “On July 5th, we're 
going to continue to press to vaccinate more people 
across the country.” 


The Democratic president intends to use his re- 
marks on July Fourth to highlight the administra- 
tion’s “wartime response,” with a vaccination cam- 
paign that helped bring cases and deaths down by 
about 90% from where they were before he took 
office on Jan. 20. 








US Park service sued after gate kills Ugandan humanitarian 


(AP) — The family of 
a women’s rights activ- 
ist from Uganda sued the 
National Park Service 
this month after she was 
decapitated last year by a 
gate at Utah’s Arches Na- 
tional Park. 


The gate had been left un- 
latched against federal policy 
for two weeks before it struck 
Esther Nakajjigo in June 
2020, according to the law- 
suit filed in Denver. 


She and her husband were 
newlyweds traveling in the 
well-known park when the 
wind caught the gate as they 
drove out, Fox13-KSTU in 


Salt Lake City reported. 


The lawsuit does not specify 
the amount of damages be- 
ing sought, but Nakajjigo’s 
family has previously filed a 
$270 million notice of claim. 
Notices of claim must be 
filed ahead of lawsuits against 
government agencies and the 
lawsuit was filed June 8 in 
federal court. 


The gate sliced through the 
side of their rented car, strik- 
ing Nakajjigo in the head and 
neck and killing her, the law- 
suit said. 


Her husband Ludo Michaud 
witnessed his wife’s death, 


something he has called the m= 


“worst thing I hope I will 
ever see.” 


Nakajjigo, 25, was born in 
Kampala, Uganda, and used 
her university tuition mon- 
ey to start a nonprofit com- 
munity health care center 
for girls and young women 
when she was a teenager. 


She earned numerous hu- 
manitarian awards and creat- 
ed a popular reality television 
series aimed at empowering 
young mothers. She was at- 
tending a social-entrepre- 
neurship program in Colo- 
rado at the time of her death. 


A National 
spokesperson declined com- 
ment Monday on the lawsuit, 
Fox13-KSTU reported. The 








park service previously is- 
sued a statement expressing 
sympathy to her family. 


Park Service 
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California fully reopens after being ist to shut in pandemic 
SS 


(AP) — California, the 
first state in America to 
put in place a coronavirus 
lockdown, has turned a 
page on the pandemic. 


The nation’s most populated 
state lifted most of its restric- 
tions Tuesday, meaning no 
more state rules on social dis- 
tancing or capacity limits at 
restaurants, bars, supermar- 
kets, gyms, stadiums or any- 
where else. 


And masks — one of the 
most fraught symbols of the 
pandemic — are no longer 


mandated for vaccinated peo- 
ple in most settings, though 
businesses and counties can 
still require them. 


Gov. Gavin Newsom cele- 
brated the milestone by host- 
ing a lottery-style selection of 
10 winners who will get $1.5 
million each simply for being 
vaccinated. It was the grand 
finale to the nation’s largest 
vaccine incentive — $116 
million in COVID-19 lottery 
jackpots and cash card give- 
aways. 


“Finally we are here, June 
15th, to turn the page,” 
Newsom declared from a 
stage at Universal Studios 
Hollywood during festivities 
to mark what he called the 
“full reopening” of the state’s 
economy. 


The Democratic governor 
pointed to the more than 40 
million doses of vaccine ad- 
ministered and the resulting 
plunge in cases as the reason 
for the reopening. 


“Foundationally, that’s why 
we're here today,” Newsom 
said. 





Just in time for summer, 
California wants to send the 
message that life is getting 
much closer to normal. The 
economy is fully reopen for 
the first time in 15 months 





and people can largely return 
to pre-pandemic lifestyles. 


Fans can cheer maskless at 
Dodgers and Giants baseball 
games. Disneyland is open- 
ing to all tourists after allow- 
ing just California residents 
since April. People can pack 
indoor bars and nightclubs 
from the Sunset Strip in Los 
Angeles to the Castro in San 
Francisco. 


Tourism was among the 
hardest hit industries during 
the pandemic and now wants 
to make up for lost time. 


“In terms of our incredible 
cities, Our iconic attractions, 
the industry is ready to roll 
out the red carpet to visitors 
in California, around the na- 
tion and even the world,” said 
Caroline Beteta, president 
and CEO of Visit California. 


Pandemic highs and lows 
saw California go from be- 
ing a success story to the 
U.S. epicenter of the virus. 
As the first in the country to 
impose a statewide lockdown 
in March 2020, California’s 
businesses were just starting 
to reopen last June when cas- 
es started rising and restric- 


tions were imposed again. 


By summer’s end, a darker 
reality set in as California 
hurtled toward a deadly win- 
ter surge. Shutdowns, cur- 
fews and harrowing images 
from overwhelmed hospitals 
became the norm as the state 
set records almost daily for 
infections and deaths. 


More people tested posi- 
tive for the virus in Califor- 
nia (3.8 million and count- 
ing) and more people died 
(63,000 plus) than anywhere 
else in the country, although 
the nation’s most populous 
state had a lower per capita 
death rate than most others. 


California now has one of the 
lowest rates of infection in 
the country, below 1%. That 
dramatic drop in infections 
combined with an increasing 
number of vaccinated resi- 
dents — over 70% of adults 
have had at least one dose — 
led Newsom to announce in 
April that most COVID-19 
restrictions would be lifted 


June 15. 


The reopening doesn’t nec- 
essarily mean people will im- 
mediately flock to places and 


events they once packed or 
that businesses will opt to re- 
turn to full capacity immedi- 
ately. But a palpable feeling of 
anticipation has replaced the 
anxiety, frustration and sad- 
ness that ushered in summer 


2020. 


For Angie Barragan, who 
was born in Los Angeles and 
visited last week from Las 
Vegas, so many things that 
were once normal feel new, 
awkward and amazing: stroll- 
ing in public without a mask, 
socializing for the first time 
in ages. 


“It’s kind of learning how to 
be a human again,” she said as 
she shopped and strolled on 
LA’s historic Olvera Street, 
a restored Mexican mar- 
ketplace once clogged with 
tourists. “But it’s great to be 
among people.” 


The reopening doesn’t mean 
the pandemic is over, New- 
som has repeatedly stressed 
as an explanation for retain- 
ing his statewide emergency 
declaration. 


Some public health measures 
will stay for “megaevents.” 
People attending indoor con- 
certs, sporting events or other 
large gatherings of more than 
5,000 people will have to 
show proof that they are vac- 
cinated or have a recent nega- 
tive COVID-19 test. Those 
going to outdoor events with 
more than 10,000 people are 
“strongly encouraged” to do 
the same. 





While fully vaccinated people 
will no longer be required to 
wear masks in most places, 
those who are unvaccinated 
are expected to, but it won’t 
be enforced. Businesses have 
three choices: operate on an 
honor system, require cus- 
tomers to show proof of vac- 
cination or require everyone 
to cover their face. 


Many question if the honor 
system will work, including 
the California Nurses Asso- 
ciation, which said the new 
rules essentially call on busi- 
nesses and essential workers 
to be the vaccination police. 


“This is not a sound public 
health strategy,” said Sandy 
Rending, a president of the 
association, which is calling 
on people to keep masks on 
indoors and in crowds. 


For now, masks are still re- 
quired in places like public 
transit, airports, health care 
settings and indoor school 
classes. 


While applauding the reopen- 
ing, some business owners 
said ever-shifting mask rules 
are confounding. 


“We're excited — and a lit- 
tle confused,” said Tom La 
Torre, owner of Sabella & La 
Torre Restaurant at Fisher- 
man’s Wharf in San Francis- 
co, a tourist haven that trans- 
formed into a ghost town 
during the pandemic. 


Until now, his restaurant was 
limited to 50% capacity. 


“That will be nice to fill the 
place up. However, we are 
still confused about the mask 
mandate,” La Torre said. 


It’s also unclear if people will 
come. 


For Rita Torres, a retired 
university administrator in 
Oakland, the last 15 months 
were “mindboggling.” She 
has missed dancing at live 
concerts and hugging her 
girlfriends at weekly happy 
hours. But for her, the re- 
opening is just another day. 


“Deep down, I want to re- 
joice,” Torres said, but she’s 
going to take it slow. “Be- 
cause it’s kind of like, is it too 
soon? Will we be sorry?” 


Judge dismisses murder charges against Simone Biles’ brother 


(AP) — A judge in Ohio 
has dismissed murder 
charges filed against the 
brother of Olympic gym- 
nastics champion Simone 
Biles, ruling Tuesday that 
prosecutors did not pres- 
ent evidence to sustain a 
conviction in a 2018 New 
Year’s Eve party shoot- 
ing in Cleveland that left 
three men dead. 


Moments after Cuyahoga 
County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Joan Synenberg 
issued her ruling that acquit- 
ted Tevin Biles-Thomas, a 
woman in the court gallery 
charged at the defendant 
and screamed “You killed 
my baby!” Three sheriff”s 
deputies tackled the woman 
before she could reach Biles- 
Thomas. 





Defense lawyers had sought 
the judge’s ruling, which also 
acquitted Biles-Thomas of 
voluntary manslaughter and 
felonious assault charges. 
They said there was no fo- 
rensic evidence connecting 
their client to the killings and 
that no witnesses testified 
that they saw Biles-Thomas 
shoot. 





Biles-Thomas, a U.S. Army 
soldier, has maintained his in- 
nocence. His first trial ended 
in a mistrial last month after 
jurors said they had read legal 
paperwork that inadvertently 
was included in evidence giv- 
en to them to review. 





Authorities have said gun- 
fire broke out when a group 
of men arrived uninvited to 


the party in 2018. Nineteen- 
year-old DelVaunte Johnson, 
21-year-old Toshaun Banks 
and 23-year-old DeVaughn 
Gibson were killed. 


Simone Biles has said on 
Twitter that she was strug- 
gling with her brother’s ar- 
rest and that her heart ached 
for the victims and their fam- 
ilies. 
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Ikea fined $1.3 million over spying campaign in France 


(AP) — A French court 
ordered home furnishings 
giant Ikea to pay some 1.1 
million euros ($1.3 mil- 
lion) in fines and damages 
Tuesday over a campaign 
to spy on union represen- 
tatives, employees and 
some unhappy customers 
in France. 


Two former Ikea France ex- 
ecutives were convicted and 
fined over the scheme and 
given suspended prison sen- 
tences. Among the other 13 
defendants in the high-pro- 
file trial, some were acquitted 
and others given suspended 
sentences. 


Adel Amara, a former Ikea 
employee who helped expose 
the wrongdoing, called the 
ruling “a big step in defense 
of the citizen....It makes me 
glad that there is justice in 
France.” 


The panel of judges at the 
Versailles court found that 
between 2009 and 2012, 
Ikea’s French subsidiary used 
espionage to sift out trou- 
ble-makers in the employee 
ranks and to profile squab- 


bling customers. 


Ikea France was convicted of 
receiving personal data ob- 
tained through fraudulent 
means in a habitual way, and 
ordered to pay 1 million eu- 
ros in fines and about 100,000 
euros ($121,225) in damages. 


Ingka Group, which owns 
and operates most Ikea stores, 
noted in a statement after the 
verdicts that the French retail 
operation “has strongly con- 
demned the practices, apolo- 
sized and implemented a ma- 
jor action plan to prevent this 
from happening again.” 


“We will now review the 
court’s decision in detail and 
consider if and where any ad- 
ditional measures are neces- 
sary,” the group said. 


Trade unions accused Ikea 
France of collecting personal 
data by fraudulent means, 
notably via illegally obtained 
police files, and illicitly dis- 
closing personal information. 
Lawyers for Ikea France de- 
nied that the company had 
any strategy of “generalized 
espionage.” 


A lawyer for the unions, 
Solene Debarre, expressed 
hope that the verdict would 
“make some companies 
tremble.” 


“One million euros isn’t 
much for Ikea, but it’s a sym- 
bol,” Debarre said. 


The company, which said it 
cooperated in the investiga- 
tion, had faced a potential fi- 
nancial penalty of up to 3.75 
million euros ($4.5 million). 
Prosecutor Pamela Tabardel 
asked the court to hand “an 
exemplary sentence and a 
strong message to all compa- 
nies.” 


The executive who was in 
charge of risk management at 
the time of the spying, Jean- 
Francois Paris, acknowledged 
to French judges that 530,000 
to 630,000 euros a year were 
earmarked for such inves- 
tigations. Paris — the only 
official to have admitted to 
the alleged illegal sleuthing 
— said his department was 
responsible for handling the 
operation on orders from 
former Ikea France CEO 
Jean-Louis Baillot. 


Paris was convicted of 
fraudulently gathering per- 
sonal data, fined 10,000 eu- 
ros ($12,125) and given an 
18-month suspended sen- 
tence. 


Baillot, who denied ordering 
a Spy Operation, was convict- 
ed of receiving fraudulently 
collected data and complicity 
in the scheme. He was fined 
50,000 euros ($60,626) and 
given a two-year suspended 
sentence. 


Another former CEO of Ikea 
France was acquitted for lack 
of evidence. 





Ikea France’s lawyer, Em- 
manuel Daoud, said the com- 
pany hadn’t decided whether 
to appeal. He said the case 
was marked by a lack of hard 
evidence, and noted that the 
fines were well below the 
maximum possible. 





“The court took into account 
the action plan that Ikea put 
in place after the revelation of 
the facts, in 2012. That’s very 
satisfying,” Daoud said. 


The company fired four ex- 


ecutives and changed internal 
policy after French prosecu- 
tors opened a criminal probe 
in 2012. 


Trade unions alleged that Ikea 
France paid to gain access to 
police files that had informa- 
tion about targeted individu- 
als, particularly union activ- 
ists and customers who were 
in disputes with Ikea. 


In one situation, Ikea France 
was accused of using unau- 
thorized information to try 
to catch an employee who 
had claimed unemployment 
benefits but drove a Porsche. 
In another alleged instance 
of illegal prying, the subsid- 
lary reportedly investigated 
an employee’s criminal re- 
cord to determine how the 
employee was able to own a 
BMW on a low income. 

The company also faces po- 
tential damages from separate 
civil lawsuits filed by unions 
and 74 employees. 


Ikea’s France subsidiary em- 
ploys more than 10,000 peo- 
ple in 34 stores, an e-com- 
merce site and a customer 
support center. 





UK fends off demands to give workers more virus support help 


(AP) — The British gov- 
ernment fended off calls 
Tuesday to provide more 
financial support to busi- 
nesses and workers suf- 
fering from its decision to 
delay lifting coronavirus 
restrictions in England 
until July 19. 


Although many restrictions 
were eased in recent weeks, 
allowing large parts of the 
U.K. economy to reopen, a 
number of businesses, partic- 
ularly in the hospitality and 
entertainment sectors, have 
remained shuttered because 
it was not financially viable. 


After months of planning, 
those businesses had been 
preparing to reopen on June 
21, the date the government 
had earmarked for the pos- 
sible lifting of restrictions on 
social contact. But a recent 
spike in new infections as a 
result of the more contagious 
delta variant upended that 
plan and has fueled concerns 
that the restrictions may per- 
sist beyond July 19. 


Scientists advising the gov- 
ernment reckon that the delta 
variant, which was first found 


in India, is between 40% to 
80% more transmissible than 
the previous dominant strain 
in the U.K. The alpha vari- 
ant first found in Britain was 
largely behind a winter virus 
surge that left the country 
with Europe’s highest virus- 
related death toll at nearly 
128,000. 


Following the announce- 
ment, unions joined business 
leaders to urge the Conser- 
vative government to com- 
pensate those affected by the 
delay, warning that it may tip 
many companies over the 
edge and lead to a sharp rise 


in unemployment, which 
stood at 4.7% in April. 
Frances O’Grady, general 


secretary of the Trades Union 
Congress, said the govern- 
ment should delay asking 
businesses to contribute to 
the salary support program 
it has operated since March 
2020 and retain the program 
for as long as it’s needed. 


Under the Job Retention 
Scheme, the government has 
been paying 80% of the sala- 
ries of those unable to work 
because of the restrictions. 


But beginning in July, that 
support goes down to 70% 
with firms contributing 10%. 
The scheme becomes less 
generous through the sum- 
mer before it expires at the 
end of September. 


And the Confederation of 
British Industry urged the 
government to hold back 
on the planned tapering of 
tax relief for businesses and 
extend the commercial rent 
moratorium for the sectors 
most impacted. 


Cabinet Officer minister Mi- 
chael Gove, a close Johnson 
ally, said the support pro- 
erams were created knowing 
that there could be delays in 
getting out of lockdown. But 
he said he was “pretty conf1- 
dent” there wouldn't be an- 
other delay in lifting restric- 
tions. 





Johnson said health officials 
would use the reopening de- 
lay to drive up immunity lev- 
els, limiting the spread of the 
delta variant when restric- 
tions are fully lifted. 





The plan is that two-thirds of 
the U.K.’s adult population 


will have been offered two 
vaccine shots, including ev- 
eryone over 50, by July 19. In 
a further development Tues- 
day, the National Health Ser- 
vice said the rollout, which 
has been primarily based on 
age, will be accelerated so that 
every adult should be able to 
book a first dose by the end 
of this week. 


As of Tuesday, around 62% 
of the British population had 
received one vaccine shot, 
while about 45% had two. 


An analysis from Public 
Health England showed that 
two doses of the main vac- 
cines in the U.K. are highly 





effective against hospitaliza- 
tion from the delta variant — 
96% in the case of Pfizer and 
92% for the AstraZeneca jab. 
On Tuesday, the British gov- 
ernment reported 7,673 new 
confirmed cases, one of the 
highest daily numbers since 
the end of February. The 
delta variant accounted for 
around 90% of all new infec- 
tions. 


The opposition Labour Par- 
ty has put the blame for the 
spread of the delta variant 
squarely on the Conserva- 
tive government, saying it 
was too slow in imposing the 
strictest quarantines on all ar- 
rivals from India. 
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New Israel government vows change, but not for Palestinians 





(AP) — Israel’s fragile new 
government has shown lit- 
tle interest in addressing 
the decades-old conflict 
with the Palestinians, but 
it may not have a choice. 


Jewish ultranationalists are 
already staging provocations 
aimed at splitting the coali- 
tion and bringing about a 
return to right-wing rule. In 
doing so, they risk escalating 
tensions with the Palestinians 
weeks after an 11-day Gaza 
war was halted by an infor- 
mal cease-fire. 


Prime Minister Naftali Ben- 
nett’s best hope for maintain- 
ing his ruling coalition — 
which consists of eight par- 
ties from across the political 
spectrum — will be to man- 
age the conflict, the same ap- 
proach favored by his prede- 
cessor, Benjamin Netanyahu, 
for most of his 12-year rule. 
But that method failed to 
prevent three Gaza wars and 
countless smaller eruptions. 


That’s because the status quo 
for Palestinians involves ex- 
panding settlements in the 
occupied West Bank, loom- 
ing evictions in Jerusalem, 
home demolitions, deadly 
shootings and an array of 
discriminatory measures 
that two well-known human 


rights groups say amount to 
apartheid. In Gaza, which has 
been under a crippling block- 
ade since the Hamas militant 
group seized power in 2007, 
it’s even worse. 


“They talk about it being a 
government of change, but 
it’s just going to entrench the 
status quo,” said Waleed As- 
saf, a Palestinian official who 
coordinates protests against 
West Bank settlements. 
“Bennett is a copy of Netan- 
yahu, and he might even be 
more radical.” 


Bennett said little about the 
Palestinians in a speech be- 
fore being sworn in on Sun- 
day. “Violence will be met 
with a firm response,” he 
warned, adding that “security 
calm will lead to economic 
moves, which will lead to re- 
ducing friction and the con- 
flict.” 


Environment Minister Tam- 
ar Zandberg, a member of 
the dovish Meretz party, told 
Israeli television’s Channel 
12 that she believes the peace 
process is important, but that 
the new government has 
agreed, “at least at this stage, 
not to deal with it.” 





The government faces an ear- 
ly challenge on Jabal Sabeeh, 
a hilltop in the northern West 
Bank where dozens of Jewish 
settlers rapidly established an 
outpost last month, paving 
roads and setting up living 
quarters that they say are now 
home to dozens of families. 





The settlement, named Evi- 


atar after an Israeli who was 
killed in an attack in 2013, 
was built without the per- 
mission of Israeli authorities 
on land the Palestinians say 
is privately owned. Israeli 
troops have evacuated set- 
tlers from the site three times 
before, but they returned af- 
ter an Israeli was killed in a 
shooting attack nearby early 
last month. 


Clearing them out again 
would embarrass Bennett 
and other right-wing mem- 
bers of the coalition, who al- 
ready face fierce criticism — 
and even death threats — for 
allying with centrist and left- 
wing factions to oust Netan- 
yahu. 


The government faces a sim- 
ilar dilemma over a parade 
through east Jerusalem or- 
ganized by ultranationalists 
that is due to be held Tues- 
day. The march risks setting 
off the kind of protests and 
clashes that helped ignite last 
month’s Gaza war. 


Meanwhile, Palestinians 
from the adjacent village of 
Beita have held regular pro- 
tests against the settlement 
outpost. Demonstrators have 
thrown stones, and Israeli 
troops have fired tear gas and 
live ammunition. Three pro- 
testers have been killed, in- 
cluding 17-year-old Moham- 
med Hamayel, who was shot 
dead Friday. Initial reports 
said he was 15. 








“I always taught him you 
should stand up for your 
rights without infringing on 


the rights of others,” his fa- 
ther, Said, said at a mourning 
event attended by dozens of 
villagers. He described his 
son as a popular teenager 
who got good grades and was 
a natural leader. 


“Thank God, Pm very proud 
of my son,” he said. “Even in 
martyrdom he distinguished 
himself.” 


The villagers fear that if the 
outpost remains, it will even- 
tually swallow up even more 
of their land, growing and 
merging with some of the 
more than 130 authorized 
settlements across the occu- 
pied West Bank, where nearly 
500,000 settlers live. 


“We're not a political game in 
the hands of Bennett or Ne- 
tanyahu,” said Mohammed 
Khabeesa, a resident who 
says he owns land near the 
settler outpost that he can no 
longer access without a mili- 
tary permit. 





“The settlements are like a 
cancer,” he said. “Everyone 
knows they begin small, and 
then they take root and ex- 
pand at people’s expense un- 
til they reach our homes.” 





A spokeswoman for the set- 
tler organization behind the 
outpost did not respond to a 
request for comment. 


Israel captured the West 
Bank, east Jerusalem and 
Gaza in the 1967 Mideast 
war, territories the Palestin- 
lans want for a future state. 
The settlements are seen by 





the Palestinians and much of 
the international community 
as a major obstacle to peace 
because they make it nearly 
impossible to create a contig- 
uous, viable state of Palestine 
alongside Israel. 


Every Israeli government 
since 1967 has expanded the 
settlements, and this one is 
unlikely to be an exception. 
Bennett briefly served as 
head of a major settler orga- 
nization, and his party is one 
of three in the coalition that 
strongly support settlements. 


Hagit Ofran, an expert on 
settlements with the Israeli 
rights group Peace Now, says 
the settlers have always used 
illegal outposts to challenge 
Israeli authorities, a trend she 
expects to accelerate under 
the new government. 





“Because the settlers feel this 
government is not their gov- 
ernment, challenging 1t, psy- 
chologically, will be much, 
much easier,” she said. 


She hopes the new govern- 
ment will at least put the 
brakes on larger settlement 
projects, including massive 
Infrastructure that will pave 
the way for future growth. 


“I think it’s more easy po- 
litically to stop big budgets 
and big projects rather than 
evicting an outpost,” she said. 
“I would rather see that the 
government is stopping the 
big projects rather than fight- 
ing over every hilltop. The 
settlers have the opposite in- 
terest.” 





Serbia, 


(AP) — The leaders of 
Serbia and Kosovo on 
Tuesday resumed EU-bro- 
kered negotiations aimed 
at resolving a long-lasting 
dispute that remains a 
source of tensions in the 
volatile Balkans. 


But the meeting in Brus- 
sels between Serbia’s Presi- 
dent Aleksandar Vucic and 
Kosovo’s new Prime Minis- 
ter Albin Kurti appeared to 
produce little progress in the 
negotiations that first started 
in 2011 and have been stalled 
since last year. 


“It was not an easy meeting, 
but it was important that it 
happened,” said the EU's 
special envoy for the talks, 


Kosovo restart EU-brokered talks, remain far apart 


Miroslav Lajcak. “What is 
important for the European 
Union is that both leaders 
confirmed that there is no 
other way forward but to 
normalize relations between 
Kosovo and Serbia.” 


Both countries have been 
told that they cannot hope 
to move forward in their ef- 
forts to join the EU before 
resolving the decades-old rift 
that exploded in a conflict in 
1998-99, leaving more than 
10,000 people dead and trig- 
gering a NATO intervention. 


Kosovo, formerly a province 
of Serbia, declared indepen- 
dence in 2008 but Belgrade 
has refused to accept that. 


While Kosovo has been rec- 
ognized by the United States 
and most EU nations, Bel- 
grade has relied on support 
from Russia and China in its 
bid to retain claim on the ter- 
ritory. 


Both Vucic and Kurti criti- 
cized each other’s positions 
in separate statements after 
Tuesday’s meeting. Vucic 
said Kosovo “wanted to hear 
when we will recognize in- 
dependent Kosovo ... and I 
said never.” He complained 
that Kosovo’s approach “had 
nothing to do with reality and 
responsibility.” 


Kurti said on Facebook that 
he has proposed a joint Koso- 
vo-Serbia peace statement in 


which “we commit as states 
that will not attack each other 
and thus impact on peace and 
security in the region.” The 
other side proposed only “old 
ideas,” he said. 


“We expressed our readiness 
for a constructive dialogue on 
reciprocal recognition,” Kurti 
wrote. 


Since the start of the EU- 
brokered negotiations, del- 
egations from Belgrade and 
Pristina have agreed on a 
number of issues, tackling 
everyday problems such as 
free travel or trade. But they 
remained far apart on Koso- 
vo’s independence. 





Lajcak said talks will con- 


tinue by the end of July. He 
insisted that “the European 
Union as well as the citizens 
of Kosovo and Serbia have 
high expectations from the 
two leaders to overcome the 
legacy of the past and steer 
Kosovo and Serbia to their 
common European future 
by being able to normalize 
relations between them in a 
comprehensive way. ” 


European Commission Vice- 
President Josep Borrell ear- 
lier urged leaders of the rival 
Balkan nations to “seize the 
opportunity” of a “new mo- 
mentum” and move forward 
in the negotiations that have 
been stalled since last year. 
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(AP) — Mats Hummels’ 
return to the national 
team went better for 
France than it did for Ger- 
many. 





The experienced defender 
was recalled by Germany 
coach Joachim Löw for the 
European Championship for 
his leadership qualities, but 
he ended up scoring an own- 
goal Tuesday to give France a 
1-0 victory at the European 
Championship. 
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Hummels was attempting to 
stop Lucas Hernández's cross 
from reaching France for- 
ward Kylian Mbappé when 
he diverted the ball into his 
own net with his shin in the 
20th minute. 


Both teams had chances to 
score. Ilkay Gündoğan wast- 
ed Germany’s best opportu- 
nity of the first half when he 
couldn’t direct his shot on 
target. 
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France twice put the ball in 
the net in the second half 
but both were called back for 
offside. Mbappé sent a curl- 
ing shot inside the far post 
midway through the half and 
then set up Karim Benzema 
for another late in the match. 


Benzema was playing in his 
first competitive game for 
France since a World Cup 
quarterfinal loss to Germany 
in 2014. 
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Own-goal gives France 1-0 win over Germany at Euro 2020 
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Mbappé also had a penalty 
appeal waved off in between 
the offside goals — Hum- 
mels had timed his tackle 
perfectly when the 22-year- 
old Frenchman would have 
been through on goal. 


Germany had never previ- 
ously lost an opening game 
in the group stage at the Eu- 
ropean Championship. 


Lów started with the same 
lineup from the 7-1 rout of 


Latvia in Germany’s final 
warm-up game, but his team 
had no answer to Paul Pogba, 
who disrupted the team’s 
buildup play. Pogba also 
provided incisive passes for 
France’s fearsome forward 
trio of Mbappé, Benzema 
and Antoine Griezmann. 


While Germany pushed hard 
in the second half; France 
always looked the likelier to 
score. 


Lów, who is stepping down 
after the tournament, sent 
on forwards Leroy Sané and 
Timo Werner late in the 
match, and then Kevin Vol- 
land as a last resort, but none 
could make a difference. 


Germany’s next coach, Hansi 
Flick, was among some

“But we gave it 
everything.” 


Portugal’s red-shirted and 
flae-waving followers filled 
a small section behind where 
their goalkeeper started the 
match. 


“It was amazing. Football 
without a crowd, I don’t 
even think I have an expres- 
sion for that,” Portugal coach 
Fernando Santos said. “But I 
need to thank the 4,000 Por- 
tugal fans who were here 
because I heard them more 
than anything else.” 


Hungary will have the crowd 
again on Saturday against 
Cup champion 
France, while Portugal heads 
to Munich to face Germany. 


“It was essential to start 
on the right foot to give us 
confidence,” Ronaldo said. 
“Now it is necessary to con- 
tinue like this and win the 
next game.” 
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MLB threatens pitchers with 10-game bans for altering balls 


(AP) — Pitchers will be 
ejected and suspended for 
10 games for using illegal 
foreign substances to doc- 
tor baseballs in a crack- 
down by Major League 
Baseball that will start 
Monday. 


The commissioner’s office, 
responding to record strike- 
outs and a league batting 
average at a more than half- 
century low, said Tuesday 
that major and minor league 
umpires will start regular 
checks of all pitchers, even if 
opposing managers don’t re- 
quest inspections. 


While suspensions would 
be with pay, repeat offend- 
ers would receive progres- 
sive discipline, and teams and 
club employees would be 
subject to discipline for fail- 
ure to comply. 


“After an extensive process 
of repeated warnings with- 
out effect, gathering infor- 
mation from current and 
former players and others 
across the sport, two months 
of comprehensive data col- 
lection, listening to our fans 
and thoughtful deliberation, 
I have determined that new 
enforcement of foreign sub- 
stances 1s needed to level the 
playing field,” baseball Com- 
missioner Rob Manfred said 
in a statement. 


“I understand there’s a his- 
tory of foreign substances 
being used on the ball, but 
what we are seeing today is 
objectively far different, with 
much tackier substances be- 
ing used more frequently 
than ever before. It has be- 
come clear that the use of for- 
eign substance has generally 
morphed from trying to get 
a better grip on the ball into 
something else — an unfair 
competitive advantage that is 
creating a lack of action and 
an uneven playing field.” 





The last pitchers suspended 
for using foreign substances 
were Baltimore’s Brian Ma- 
tusz and Milwaukee's Will 
Smith for eight games each 
in May 2015. Both appealed, 
and Smith’s penalty was cut 
to six games while Matusz’s 
ban was upheld. 


The perception of an in- 
creased use of foreign sub- 
stances, tied to a drop in of- 
fense, is viewed as the larg- 
est instance of widespread 
cheating in baseball since the 
rise of steroids, which ended 
in the adoption of random 
drug-testing with penalties 
ahead of the 2004 season. 


Yankees ace Gerrit Cole, 
singled out by Minnesota 
Josh Donaldson for a drop 
in spin rate in a June 3 start, 
dodged a question last week 
about whether he had ever 
used a Spider Tack, a sticky 
substance designed for use by 
Strongman competitors. 


“I don’t quite know how to 
answer that, to be honest,” 
Cole said. “There are cus- 
toms and practices that have 





been passed down from older 
players to younger players, 
from the last generation of 
players to this generation of 
players, and I think there are 
some things that are certainly 
out of bounds in that regard.” 


MLB told teams on March 23 
it would increase monitoring 
and initiated steps that in- 
cluded collecting balls taken 
out of play from every team 
and analyzing Statcast spin- 
rate data, 


“Based on the information 
collected over the first two 
months of the season — in- 
cluding numerous com- 
plaints from position players, 
pitchers, umpires, coaches 
and executives there 
is a prevalence of foreign 
substance use by pitchers 
in Major League Baseball 
and throughout the minor 
leagues,” MLB said. 


“Many baseballs collected 
have had dark, amber-col- 
ored markings that are sticky 
to the touch. MLB recently 
completed extensive testing, 
including testing by third- 
party researchers, to deter- 
mine whether the use of for- 
eign substances has a mate- 
rial impact on performance. 
That research concluded that 
foreign substances signifi- 
cantly increase the spin rate 
and movement of the base- 
ball, providing pitchers who 
use these substances with an 
unfair competitive advantage 
over hitters and pitchers who 
do not use foreign substanc- 
es, and results in less action 


on the field. 


“In addition, the foreign sub- 
stance use appears to con- 


tribute to a style of pitching 
in which pitchers sacrifice 
location in favor of spin and 
velocity, particularly with 
respect to elevated fastballs. 
The evidence does not sug- 
gest a correlation between 
improved hitter safety and 
the use of foreign substanc- 
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The anticipated clampdown 
already appears to have had 
an impact. 


Fastball spin rates averaged 
2,306-2,329 revolutions per 
minute each week from the 
start of the season though 
June 5, according to MLB 
Statcast data. 


Following an owners’ meet- 
ing on June 3 when talk of a 
crackdown emerged, the av- 
erage declined to 2,282 dur- 
ing the week of June 6 and 
dropped to 2,226 on Sunday. 


The major league batting av- 
erage was .232 through April, 
down from .252 two years 
ago and under the record low 
of .237 set in 1968, and it was 
.236 through May, its lowest 
since 1968. 


The average rose to .247 in 
the week of June 6, lifting the 
season average to .238. 


The strikeout percentage 
since June 3 is 23.4%, down 
from 24.2% until then, and 
the walk percentage is 8.4%, 
down from 8.9%. 


“This is not about any indi- 
vidual player or club, or plac- 
ing blame,” Manfred said. 
“It is about a collective shift 
that has changed the game 
and needs to be addressed. 
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We have a responsibility to 
our fans and the generational 
talent competing on the field 
to eliminate these substances 
and improve the game.” 


While Bill Miller, president 
of the Major League Um- 
pires Association, was quoted 
as being supportive in the an- 
nouncement, there was no 
similar statement from the 
Major League Baseball Play- 
ers Association. The players’ 
union said it was reviewing 
the memo and did not have 
immediate comment. 


Players suspended for viola- 
tions will not be replaced on 
the active roster. 


Rosin bags will continue to 
be allowed but rosin cannot 
be combined with sunscreen 
or other substances, and 
pitchers are being told not 
to use sunscreen after sunset 
in outdoor stadiums and not 
to use it at all in indoor ball- 
parks. Umpires will inspect 
rosin bags before games to 
make sure they are standard. 


As part of the initiative, um- 
pires will check all starters 
multiple times and all re- 
lievers either at the end of 
his first inning or when re- 
moved, whichever occurs 
first. Caps, gloves and finger- 
tips will be checked. Umps 
also may check when they 
notice sticky balls or when 
perceiving a pitcher going to 
his glove, cap, belt, uniform 
or body in a manner that may 
be to retrieve or apply a sub- 
stance. 





Catchers will be subject to 
routine inspections and posi- 
tion players may be searched. 


Pitchers will be responsible 
for foreign substances found 
on catchers and position 
players. A position player will 
not be ejected for possession 
of a foreign substance unless 
the umpire determines the 
player was applying it to a ball 
to aid a pitcher. 


Violators are subject to ejec- 
tion and decisions are not 
subject to replay review. Re- 
fusal to allow inspection will 
be presumed to have violated 
rules and will be ejected. 
Club employees who assist 
players in using or masking 
foreign substances or who 
refuse to cooperate or who 
fail to report violations will 
be subject to fines and sus- 
pensions.
